EGYPT'S WATER SUPPLY. 


We have given a summary of Lord Cromer’s 


report on the water supply of Egypt, which 
has just been issued as a Pafliamentary paper. 
The éxhaustiye note of Sir William Garstin, 
which is appended to the Report, contains a 
summary of the causes which have convinced 
the Egyptian Government of the necessity of 
an immediate increase in the existing water 
supply, points out that :— 


When, many years ago, it was decided to 


build a dam at the Assouan cataract, thas 
forming a reservoir which involved the partial 
submersion of the Phil temples, the reproach 
was brought against the Department of Public 
Works that it had selected this particular site 
without any. investigation of the Nile Valley 
to the south of Wadi Halfa. It was also as- 
serted that other places equally suitable for 
the purpose might probably have been found 
on the river whose selection would have 
obviated the necessity of flooding certain of 
the Nubian monuments. At the time that the 
project for Assouan was prepared an investiga- 

| tion of the kind proposed would have been 
impossible, as the entire region south of the 
frontier at Sarras was in the hands of the 
forces of the Khalifa.

MISSIONARIES IN THE SUDAN. 


Mr. J. Robertson asked the Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs whether Christian missions in 
the southern portion of the Sudan were being 
actively promoted by the Government there, 
notwithstanding that the population of the 
northern portion of that province was declared 
by Lord Cromer to be almost entirely Moslem, 
and that Christian propaganda was there 
expressly forbidden, excepting in Khartoum ;

t, although a magistrate, and 
only delegated to the committee of surveillance, 
had gradually become in reality a permanent 
official of the Ministry, whilst his functions 
tended more and more in practice to encroach 
upon those ically to the director 
of the native bureaux. Moreover, this latter 
directorate, which embraced practically .every- 
thing except mixed tribunals and financial 
inspection of registries (viz., native tribunals, 
mehkemehs, personnel, accounts, translation, 
boildings, etc.), was far too unwieldy and 
covered too wide a field to permit of the work 
being effectively supervised by one man’; and 
a redistribution, on a more rational basis, was 
urgently required. The internal services of the 
Ministry have, therefore, been re-organised, 
since the retirement of Hanna Bey Bacoum 
and the transfer of Osman Bey Mortada, on a 
footing more in harmony with the actual 
distribution of business in practice, The 
Ministry has, consequently, been divided into 
four separate directorates each with its own 
clearly determined sphere of action, viz. (1) 
directorate of mixed tribunals, (2) directorate 
of native tribunals, (3) directorate of mekhe- 
mehs, and (4) directorate of personnel and 
accounts, 


REVISION OF THE.CODES 


From the Adviser's report it is evident that 
the present code of civil procedure is unsatis- 
factory in various respects and chiefly by the 
fact that it affords so little guidance to litigants 
or assistance to the courts, in the performance 
of the primordial task of defining at an early 
stage of the action the issues or precise points 
in dispute between the parties. The reform of 
the Procedure Code was commenced at the 
close of 1905. As a preliminary step, several of 
the judges were invited to submit to the 
Ministry memoranda_of a general character 
indicating the respects in ‘which, in their 
opinion, change was desirable. The next step 
was to summon a small Commission (See O.J., 
March 17th 1906), which began early in 1906 
to meet once or twice a week at the Ministry of 
Justice toconsider the various proposals embod- 
ied in the memoranda above mentioned, as 
well as certain broad questions of policy sub- 
mitted to it by the Ministry. Incidentally, it 
was made’ known to the legal profession that 
the Code of Procedure was under consideration, 
and that su jors and criticisms would be 
welcomed. A in number of detailed mem- 
oranda were received, chiefly from members 
of the Bar At least one of the vernacular 
papers published articles of a technical «harac- 
ter on desirable retorms, and these also were 
considered by the Commission. The Commission 
suspended its meetings at the beginning of the 
vacation, and the second stage of the work was 
taken in hand last autamn. This consists in 
the preparation of a detailed; draft, on the 
lines laid down by the Commiss’on This draft 
is now in course of preparation by several 
hands, but it is to be anticipated that some 
ccnsiderable time must elapse before it will be 
ready for further consideration. The amount 
of detailed work which it involves is consid- 
erable.

BGYPTIAN MARKBTS. 


The report for the year ended December 31 
states that the Government decree, which on 
account of the cattle plague closed all markets 
to horned cattle, was withdrawn on November 
20, 1905. Since that date, in consequence of 
amall local outbreaks of the disease, markets 
within certain areas have been repeatedly 
closed and reopened by order of the Government 
Sanitary Department. The stringent measures 
which have been adopted will, it is hoped, 
speedily prove cffective, as all fresh outbreaks 
of the disease have been confined to the areas 
first effected, The total gross :eceipts from all 
sources are £36,773, Of thisamount £23,159 
was derived from the cattle markets, £12,077 
from the general markets, £655 from the abat- 
toirs, and £877 from sundry Other sources. 
The working expenses have been kept at the 
lowest figure consistent with efficient official 
supervision, The expense of working the 
markets during 1906 was £19,765, as compared 
with £17,908 for the year 1905. After meet 
ing al) administration and working ex 
the net revenue from all sources for 
amounts to £17,008, which with the 
brought forward from 1905 gives a total of 
£19,907 to be dealt with. After payment of an 
interim dividend in October, 1906, on the 
Ordinary Shares of the company, which 
absorbed £3,738, and meeting all fixed charges, 
including the annual premia and reserves for 
the amortisation of the share and debenture 
capital £4712 and debenture interest £4,800, 
a balance of £6,656 remains available. Of this 
sum Government, under the terms of the 
concession, can claim £623, leaving for the 
company £6,033, The directors recommend 
the payment of a further dividend of 4 per 
cent. on the Ordinary Shares, making 7 per 
cent, for the year, which will absorb £4,988, 
leaving a balance of £1,045 to be carried 
forward, 
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CAIRO TRAMWAY COMPANY. 


The general manager of the above coimpany 
issued invitations to the representatives of the 
local press, Government officials and a number 
of friends for the inauguration of the new 
extension of the Shoubra line which has just 
been completed, and the party proceeded to 
the tramway kiosk at Midan Bab el-Hadid 
on Tuesday afternoon. by a special train of 
cars at 3 o'clock for Shoubra village, where the 
extension ends, and where the. guests took 
steamer for Rod-el-Farag and thence back to 
town, refreshments being served on the steamer. 
The new line, or rather prolongation, starts 
from the caracol and is 2 kilometres and 700 
metres long, the total length from the central 
tramway station at Ataba el.Hadra to Shoubra 
village being close on 7 kilometres and the 
time occupied from end to end being 37 
minutes, whilst the charge is only 5 milli’ mes 
for the entire journey. This extension will 
undoubtedly greatly benefit the whole of the 
district and caose a demand for residential 
buildings, as the neighbourhood is healthy and 
cool in summer. 

The Tramway Company has also completed 
the laying of the rails across the bridge that 
joins Rodah Island to Ghizeh and is now lay- 
ing them over the smaller bridge at the Old 
Cairo end. The new line that will cross Rodah 
from Cairo to the Pyramids will be ready for 
opening as soon as the bridges are officially 
inangarated next antumn. At present the 
Public Works Departments are busy making 
the approaches to the main bridge at Ghizeh 
and these are not expected to be ready before 
October. The Tramway Company have ordered 
ten new first-class cars for the Pyramids line 
as the present number running is not deemed 
sufficient to cope with the increased traffic 
resulting from the new Rodah Island line. 

The extension of the Khalig line from its 
present terminus at Mawardy to the native 
cemeteries at Imam El Chaffey, a distance of 
1,100 metres, will shortly be completed and 
opened to traffic.

NOTES FROM CYPRUS. 


SMALLPOX REGULATIONS. 


(From ovuR own CORRESPONDENT). 


Larnaca, 20th April, 1907. 

| Several cases of smallpox have occurred at 

Limassol and a temporary. isolation hospital 
has been erected. The epidemic appears to 
have been brought from Egypt, and, in con-. 
sequence, passengers arriving from that place 
are now required to submit-to the following 
regulations : 
1. All arrivals in Cyprus from Egypt are 
to be carefully inspected before being ad- 
mitted to pratique, and, for further security, 
all persons wishing to land are to be carefully 
visited at the end of the pier, in accordanee 
with instructions issued by the chief medical 
officer. 

2. In the event of any person being found 
to be affected with smallpox, the said person, 
with all “contacts, will be isolated; and the 
chief medical officer is to be .immediately ad- 
vised of the fact by telegram. 

3.- All persons landing will be required to 
give.to the health officer the address of the 


| place where they propose to reside, and, 


should they, before the expiration of 10 days 
after their arrival, change their place of abode, 
they will give notice of such change to the 
health: officer. 


1. All snch persons shall be subject to be | 


visited by the health officer for that purpose, 
‘within a period of 15 days from their arrival 


Religious Disturbances, 

There has been a renewal in Nicosia of 
religious disturbances similar to those which 
took place a year or so ago at Famagusta. 
They. have been due to attempts—or. supposed 
attempts—at proselytizing ‘on the part of 
certain evangelizing enthusiasts. A; number 
of fines. have been. imposed and some di- 
sorderly persons have been sent to prison. 


The Locust Plague. 

The collection of locusts has now begun, and 
although the nuinber of locusts becomes every 
year less and less, and is now comparatively 
small, yet the locust campaign provides employ- 
ment to a good many of the villagers. ‘In the 
early days of the British Qecupation the 
“séreen and pit” systenr was employed, and in 
1882 an expenditure of £32,478 was incurred 
on the locust destruction operations. This 
outlay seems to have been ‘productive of good 
results and to have been money well laid out. 
For some years past an adequate method adopt- 
ed by the Government for keeping this plague 
in theck, has been to pay a few piastres per 
oké for the living locusts, which are caught by 
sweeping the ground with long-handled nets or 
bags. The locusts, thus captured, are taken to 
the respective centres, temporarily established 
for the purpose, where .they are weighed and 
paid for. They are then buried. The annual 
cxpenditare on this service.is now about 
£2,000 or even less. 

Inspection of Steam Boilers. 

A Bill, to be introduced into the Legislative 
Council, is published, providing for the inspec- 
tion of steam ‘boilers The inspectors to -be 
oppointed thereunder will’ be empowered to 


Senter any premises where there may) be ma- 


chinery in motion, for the purpose of inspecting 
and testing it. If any person is injured by the 
explosion of any boiler with regard to which a 
notice has been properly given he shall be 
entitled to recover compensation from the own- 
er unless the latter prove that the defects 
mentioned in the notice were duly remedied 
or that he was not guilty of any negligence.

ARRIVAL OF THE DUGUAY TROUIN- 


(From ouR OWN CORRESPONDENT).

Beyrout, April 25. 

The French training-ship Duguay Trouin 
under the command of Captain Adam arrived 
at our porton Saturday the 20th instant. On 
Sunday evening the French colony gave a 
brilliant ball in honour of the naval visitors in 
the well-known Gedai mansion that has often 
served for such public functions. The hall 
which, as well as the adjoining appartments, 
were hung with oriental tapestry, looked partic- 
ularly effective and the guests were numerous 
and included most of the smart set of Beyrout’s 
society ; the Vali of Beyrout and the Mutessa- 
rif of Lebanon as well .as most of the Consuls 
attended. A gay animation, such as the French 
alone can prodace, reigned throughout the 
evening. Before the early hours of the morning. 
a cold supper was served in the vast’ hall which 
was partaken of by the lingering guests who 
were mostly French. Mr. Ferdinand Wiet, a 
popular consular figure, did the honours of the 
table, and after the exchange of a few toasts 
proposed Mr, George Covillon, director of the 
Gas Company and Capitain Adam, Mr. Wiet 
made an eloquent speech full of patriotic 
sentiment. ‘The Duguay Trouin left our port 
on Monday early in the afternoon. 


Mouled E! Nebi. 


To-day the Prophet's birthday was celebrat- 
ed by the Moslems of Beyrout. A most 
disagreeable innovation has lately ‘been in- 
troduced by the lower classes for festive 
display A variety of explosives is used espe- 
cially in the most crowded thoroughfares, and 
although these explosives are perfectly harm- 
less yet some detonate with sach loud reports 
that they are quite startling. It is surprising 
that the authorities should allow a custom. On 
& crossing of the most crowded thoroughfares of 
the old town triumphal arches covered with 
laurel and other leaves and flowers and Turkish 
banners were raised with the Sultan’s picture 
in thé middle of the arch. The association of 
the Sovereign’s picture with the Prophet's féte 
has a significant bearing on the question of 
how far the legitimacy of the Turkish Cali- 
phate is recognized by the Moslems of the 
Empire. 


“THE NEW SUEZ CANAL.”

SCHEME DISCREDITED. 


» 


A report has been circulated to the effect 
that a project for the construction of a second 
Suez Canal, exclusively with English capital, 
has taken definite form, and that the grant 
ing of the necessary concession is only a 
matter ofa few weeks, Further, we are told 
that “the project has caused the utmost cha- 
grin in Berlin, it being believed that the 
Canal will relegate the Bagdad Railways toa 
secondary position, and constitute a serious 
check to German ambitiorts in Asia Minor.” 

But the fact is the question ofa second Suez 
Canal has taken no definite shape whatever. 
It is absolutely untrue thatthe granting of 
the concession is only a matter of a few 
weeks, and, in any case, if the proposal, 
which was mooted some years ago bya dis- 
satisfied shipowner, were ever carried out, it 
would in .no way affect the Bagdad Railway, 
as will be seen from the most cursory glance 
at the map. The Berlin Correspondent of the 
“ Daily Telegraph ” says :— 

“Inquiries which I have made in the best 
financial circles of Berlin as to the reported 
concession for a new canal joining up the 
Mediterranean and the Red Seas produced 
only looks of blank amazement. One eminent 
authority remarked that it was probably a 
sister scheme to the project for building a 
railway to the moon.” 

The Paris Correspondent writes :— 

“After inquiry in different well-informed 
quarters I have not been able to obtain the 
slightest confirmation of the report that a 
second Suez Canal is soon to, be constructed 
with English capital, the concession, according 
to this rumour, being on the point of being 
granted. I may remark that, in ‘the first place, 
the Suez Canal Company possesses an exclusive 
monopoly, and that, in the second place, this 
story of a second canal very old affair. The 
question was aired in 18@5 before the agree- 
ment between the Suez .Ganal Company and 
the British shipowners took place, and since 
that date it has cropped up now and then, but 
not in a serious and practical manner.
